U.S. President 


The victor in the presidential cam- 
paign has (the highest qualifications, 
from the standpoint both of ability 
and character, for the great office 
that he has been chosen to fill. It 
entails a hugh responsibility, the pro- 
per discharge of which concerns not 
only the people of his own but those 
of every other country. Mr. Hoover 
can be depended upon to prove him- 
self worthy of the mandate that he 
has been given by so emphatic a maj- 
ority. 

The Demoncratic candidate hed a 
recom of substantial achievement in 
his own state, and during the cam- 
paign that he has conducted with such 
encrgy made a strong appeal to many 
scotions of the electorate. While the 
odds have been against him from the 
first, few expected that he would meet 
with such a crushing defeat. Because 
he brought to the contest so much 
prastige and political skill, the trib- 
ute of confidence that has been paid 
to his suecessful opponent is all the 
more remarkabi-.

In England the historic universities 
Oxford and Cambridge, cater prim- 
arily for the f@w brilliant men, and 
let the. majority work out their own 
academic salve@tion, Such is the op- 
inion expressed by John A, Benn in 
the October Nineteenth Century, a 
Princeton undergraduate who com- 
pleted his university course at Cam- 
bridge, and so can speak with the au- 
thority of personal experience in re- 
gard to the systems prevailing on 
either side of the water. The Amer- 
ican method, which has been largely 
followed in Western Canada, is on the 
contrary, to apply compulsory stand- 
ards to the great mass of the stud- 
ents, and to assume that brilliant man 
is likely to sueceed anyway without 
the use of academic forcing frames. 

Mr. Benn’s judgement is strictly in 
favor of the American plan at this 
point, although he is critical enough 
of it on many others. He feels that 
compulsion, will, for example, quite 
often bring out the brilliant man who 
| is rather lazy by nature, and also that 


a good many undergraduates who, if 
their choice was absolutely free would 
never develop any studious habits 
whatever, do ultimately, under a sys- 
tem calling for a number of compuls- 
ory subjects, learn to study, and in a 
large number of instances to study 
well, even in subjects they did not 
particularly favor to begin with. 

But apart from the question of 
college success altogether, he has ob- 
served that a valuable result which 
can be transferred from the study of 
compulsory subjects to after life is 
the developed capacity for transacting 
irksome work without making undue 
fuss about it. Irksome work is sure 
to demand a considerable part of the 
time of any occupation, and it is just 
as well to have acquired the ability to 
accept it with some degree of resigna- 
tion, and even of cheerfulness. In Mr. 
Benn’s judgment many university 
men in England with excellent qual- 
ifications fail to succeed for want of 
working stamina, a deficiency which 
causes them to be very unpopular to 
begin with in any business they at- 
tempt to serve, and frequently to be, 
as the French tactfully put it, ‘‘thank- 
ed for their services,’’ and shown the 
door. 

The transference theory which Mr. 
Benn is rash enough to adventure 
again, has been heavily stepped on by 
the professional eyponents of modern 
pedagogy, but mest people will feel 
that the boy who has had to stick it 
in a subject he is not particularly fond 
of, will probably stick it later on in 
situations and assignments for which 
he does not especiall care, and will in 
that way get his discipline, a thing 
with which very few people can af- 
ford to dispense. It is a tenable thesis 
that a disciplined spirit is a finer ed- 
ucational product from the standpoint 
of the world’s work than very high 
proficiency in some special line, unat- 
tended by perseverance and resolve. 
And it seems to be so often in doing, 
not what we like, but what we do not 
like, that discipline comes.

How Our School 
Got Its Name 


Why is oup schoo] in Lacombe eall- 
ed ‘‘The Nelson School’’? 

Before Lacombe was settled there 
was already a Roman Catholic School 
at Midnapore, near Calgary called 
“The Lacombe School.’’ It was so 
nemed in honor of Father Lacombe, a 
pioneer Indian Missionary. . 

The Calgary and Edmoniton Railway 
authorities had named this place La- 
combe for the same reason. Later, 
when settlers came in and would or- 
ganiz> a School District, they found 
the rome ‘‘Lacombe’’ as connected 
with a school already appropriated. 
‘Now, it so happened that a Rev. John 
Nelson, an Indian Missionary of the 
Methodist Church had held some ser- 
vices here in the old R.R. station and 
being a likeable person the people de- 
cided to call this ‘‘The Nelson School 
District’’ in his honor. That being 
the name of the district when our 
schoo] was built, it was naturally call- 
ed ‘‘ The Nelson School.’’ 

Having a Lacombe School at Mid- 
napore and a Lacombe Town at a dis- 
tant place gave rise to considerable 
annoyance and misunderstanding with 
mail, ete., so the people of Midnapore 
were finally willing to relinquish the 
name of Lacombe and let us have it. 
so now our districtis known as the 
‘‘Lacombe School District’’ No. 243, 
while the school building stil] remains 
the ** Nelson School.’’

The volume_of construction in Can- 
ada during the pastpten months was 
the greatest yon record. .A..magnifi- 
cent crop, wnusually good business 
conditions and an abundance of capit- 
al to be secured on favorable terms 
have been vital factors in building 
activity. Montreal heads the list of | 
cities with permits, aggregating over 
$30,000,000. Total Dominion construc- 
tion for the entire..year is estimated 
to reach the immense sum of $150,- 
000,000. 

In reviewing the situation the Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce Review stat- 
es that building operations were car- 
ried out under almost ideal conditions 
during the past six months. There 
was excellent weather, almost com- 
plete immunity from labor ttroubles, 


and comparatively easy financing for | 


big projects. 

Construction hitherto has been gen- 
erally regarded as a seasonal indus- 
try. Contractors are getting away 
from that idea all over the Dominion. 
The long winter interruptions in work 
are being curtailed and. in some in- 
stances, eliminated altogether. I[¢ is 
being found possible to proceed with 
work in the cold weather. More even 
distribution of construction through- 
cvi the year means much to the skill- 
ed tiudes and is of great benefit to 
‘he contractors and associated dealers
